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PREFACE. 

Friends  of  the  present  Democratic  Administration: 

To  you  this  Democrats'  Almanac  and  Record  oP  Political  Events  is 
respectfully  dedicated,  in  the  hope  that  it  may  serve  both  to  interest 
and  aid  you  in  the  approaching  conflict  with  the  aristocracy  of  wealth. 

Its  contents  are  varied,  and  although  not  so  elaborate  in  details  as 
j  some  others  which  have  been  published,  yet,  as  a  book  of  reference, 
'  it  will  Be  found  not  the'  less  accurate. 

i  The  boastful  vauntings  of  the  opposition  to  our  truly  republican 
j  government  are,  as  usual  in  the  spring  of  the  presidential  election 
I  year,  again  raised,  with  the  slight  variations  of  log  cabin  and  hard 
j  cider  for  the  old  tune  of  a  National  Bank  and  a  high  protective  Tariff. 
j  For  these  boasts  of  the  aristocratic  party,  now  fancifully  christened 
j '*  Republican  Whigs,"  there  is  no  foundation  ;  in  fact  their  only  object 
is  to  alarm  those  who  do  not  remember  the  old  ery  of  "  wolf,  wolf." 

Since  the  noble  and  determined  stand  taken  by  Martin  Van  Buren 
in  his  message  to  the  special  session  of  Congress  in  September,  1837, 
and  his  inflexible  adherence  to  the  principles  there  laid  down,  despite 
the  infuriated  assaults  of  the  banking  interest,  all  has  gone  well. 

Democracy  in  the  United  States  is  now  free  from  the  dead  weight 
and  paralyzing  influence  of  a  rotten  banking  system,  and  its  triumph 
is  therefore  certain. 

Tdie  elections  of  1837  appeared  to  be  fraught  with  ruin  to  the  Admin- 
istration, and  loud  were  the  exultations  and  numerous  the  bacchana- 
lian orgies  of  the  speculators  and  bankites  over  its  imagined  downfall. 

The  divorce  of  bank  and  state  recommended  by  Martin  Van  Buren 
in  September,  1837,  like  the  touch  of  Ithuriel's  spear,  revived  the  droop- 
ing energies  of  the  democratic  party  throughout  the  country,  and 
state  after  state  rallied  to  the  rescue  of  our  republican  institutions.  * 

The  result  is,  that  in  May,  1840.  MARTIN  VAN  BUREN  takes 
the  field  with  a  majority  of  SIXTY  THOUSAND^  of  the  popular 
vote,  and  NINETEEN  states  out  of  twenty-six,  with  a  strong  as- 
surance of  three  more. 

Both:  branches  of  the  National  Legislature  are  now  in  his  favor, 
and  the  New  Jersey  fraud  has  only  resulted  in  the  disgrace  of  its 
contrivers —Governor  Pennington  and  his  opposition  cabal. 

At  the  last  elections,  New  England  has  given  the  Administration  a 
majority  of  five  thousand,  and  even  old  federal  Massachusetts,  the  last 
despairing  hope  of  opposition  to  democracy,  has  yielded  to  the  tremen- 
dous rush  of  the  people  to  the  polls,  and  elected  a  democratic  Governor 
for  the  first  time  in  fifteen  years. 

The  Empire  State,  for  a  time  deluded  by  the  selfish  legislation  of 
pretended  democrats,  and  the  outcry  in  favor  of  small  bills  after  the 
suspension  of  May,  1837,  now  shows  conclusive  evidence  that  her 
favorite  son  Martin  Van  Buren  will  receive  her  forty-two  electoral 
votes. 

How  stands  the  battle  array  then  ?  What  is  the  result  of  the  cam- 
paign commenced  in  September,  1837,  when  the  President  went  forth 
like  David,  armed  only  with  the  sling  and  stone  of  truth  and  honesty,  to 
smite  down  the  Goliath  of  bank  corruption  and  corporation  aristocracy? 

Brief?/,  these  are  the  results  of  the  Independent  Treasury.  Judge 
ye  the  tree  by  its  fruits  and  its  action  on  the  popular  mind.  Massa- 
chusetts, Delaware,  New  Jersey;  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Tennessee,  Mis- 
sissippi, North  Carolina,  Georgia,  Maryland  and  South  Carolina  have 
been  changed  from  Opposition  to  Administration  states.  Virginia,  on 
the  popular  vote,  shows  the  same  result ;  and  our  only  loss  (a  tempo. 
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rary  one)  was  the  bank-ridden  State  of  Michigan,  and  even  that  is 
shown  by  the  town  and  county  elections  this  spring  to  be  turning  to 
the  Administration. 

Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island  still  remain  bound  by  the  great  cor- 
poration influence  of  banks  and  manufactories. 

Vermont  trembles,  and  seems  ready  to  fly  to  the  arms  of  democracy 
as  a  shelter  from  its  present  inefficient  and  bank-ridden  rulers. 

Kentucky  feels  the  shock  of  arms  in  all  her  borders.  French  and 
Letcher  are  addressing  the  people  for  the  August  election  ;  both  are 
confident,  but  the  democrat  most  popular. 

Louisiana  appears  tired  of  its  overgrown  banking  system,  and  July 
will  test  its  popular  estimation,  fatally,  we  think,  for  its  supporters. 

To  sum  up  all  then,  we  say  to  our  friends,  " Courage,  and  the  day's 
our  own." 

Let  not  the  expressed  victories  of  the  miscalled  Whigs,  or  their  false 
statements  of  changes  to  them  from  Democracy,  alarm  you,  or  in  the 
least  shake  your  confidence  of  success. 

DEMOCRATS  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES,— Bo  your  duty 
at  the  polls,  and  the  bankites  and  speculators  in  fancy  stocks  will  in 
vain  attempt  to  defeat  Martin  Van  Buren  and  the  Independent  Trea- 
sury ;  record  your  votes,  and  the  ballot-box  will  declare  him  elected 
by  a  large  majority. 


RANDOLPH  AND  HARRISON. 

The  federal  party  will  not  hesitate  to  deny  the  truth,  or  assert  false- 
hoods  of  any  sort,  to  promote  their  object  in  Harrison.  Every  day 
shows  this  to  be  their  settled  policy.  They  denied  that  Harrison  was 
a  federalist — a  friend  of  the  elder  Adams  during  the  reign  of  terror — 
although  charged  by  John  Randolph,  in  Harrison's  presence  in  Con- 
gress, and  expressly  admitted  by  the  latter.  He  equivocated,  it  is 
true,  in  his  reply,  about  his  taking  an  active  part  in  politics,  being 
only  a  delegate  from  a  Territory,  in  Congress;  but  what  will  he  and 
his  federal  friend  Judge  Burnet  reply  to  the  explicit  testimony  borne 
by  a  venerable  gentleman,  Mr.  Mills,  one  of  the  vice-presidents  .at  the 
great  Republican  convention,  recently  held  in  Jefferson  county,  Indi- 
ana ?  Mr.  Taylor,  one  of  the  candidates  for  the  Legislature,  called 
out  Mr.  Mills,  an  early  acquaintance  of  Harrison,  in  regard  to  his 
politics  at  the  period  alluded  to.  In  the  reported  proceedings  it  is 
stated  that  Mr.  Taylor — 

"  In  speaking  of  the  principles  of  the  federal,  and  comparing  them 
with  those  of  the  democratic  party,  asserted  that  General  Harrison 
was  a  zealous  and  strenuous  supporter  of  the  'alien  and  sedition  law' 
administration  of  John  Adams,  and  called  on  Mr.  Mills,  one  of  the 
venerable  vice-presidents,  to  substantiate  his  charge.  Mr.  Mills  was 
helped  upon  the  stand,  and  said,  in  a  voice  enfeebled  with  age,  that 
he  was  in  Cincinnati  when  General  Harrison  returned  from  Congress, 
at  one  time,  during  the  administration  of  John  Adams,  rvitH  a  black 
cockade  in  his  hat !  and  that  all  the  federalists  in  the  city  followed  his 
example,  and  hoisted  the  odious  badge  of  Toryism." 

The  federalists,  to  impose  on  the  democracy,  deny  all  the  facts 
which  ever  recommended  Harrison  to  their  favor.  They  deny  John 
Randolph's  statement — they  will  probably  deny  that  of  Mr.  Mills  ; 
and,  since  they  are  horror-struck  with  the  idea  that  an  organized  mili- 
tia must  prove  a  standing  army,  they  will  probably  deny  that  Harri- 
son was  in  favor  of  John  Adams's  standing  army,  and  opposed  its 
reduction.  We  now  make  that  charge  against  him,  and  challenge  a 
contradiction.

Johv  Randolph  and  Banks. — John  Randolph  always  had  a  mortal 
antipathy  to  banks.  On  one  occasion  he  had  a  draft  upon  the  Mechan- 
ics1 Bxnk  in  the  city  of  New  York,  for  which  he  wanted  them  to  give 
him  certain  gold,  and  upon  being  refused  he  demanded-  to  see  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  Bank.  Over  the  door  of  the  Mechanics'  Bank  is  an  arm 
and  a  hand  holding  a  hammer.  Randolph  took  the  President  of  the 
institution  to  the  door,  and  said,  "  Sir,  I  advise  you  to  take  that  ham- 
mer out  of  that  hand  and  put  a  razor  in  it,  then  the  people  will  know 
at  once  it  is  a  shaving  shop."

In  1837,  Edward  Everett  received  50,656  votes,  and  Marcus  Morton  33,089 
— majority  for  Everett  17,567. 

In  1833,  Edward  Everett  51,837,  and  Marcus  Morton  41,945— majority  for 
Everett  9,892. 

In  1839,  Edward  Everett  received  50,725,  and  Marcus  Morton  51,034 — 
majority  for  Morton  309. 

So  the  result  of  a  two  years'  campaign  was  the  gain  of  69  votes  for  Ed- 
ward Everett,  and  17,945  for  Marcus  Morton;  net  gain  for  Morton  in  two 
years  17,876 — a  result  unparalleled  in  the  elections  of  New  England,  whose 
inhabitants  change  their  politics  very  seldom,  and  then  slowly.  This  re- 
markable result  is  not,  it  will  be  perceived,  swing  to  the  falling  off  from  the 
whig  forces,  who  mustered  sixty-nine  more  votes,  but  to  the  enormous  in- 
crease of  17,945  on  the  republican  side  of  the  question — a  sure  proof  that 
with  such  a  rallying  point  as  Marcus  Morton,  victory  must  again  perch  upon 
the  banners  of  the  republican  party  in  this  state,  and  by  a  larger  majority  in 
1340  than  in  1839.

The  opposition  plurality  in  1833,  it  will  he  seen,  was.  7,162— Ellsworth's 
clear  majority  that  year  being  5,669.  In  1839,  Ellsworth's  plurality  over 
Niles  was  2,544;  the  conservative  and  federal  vote  of  1839  was  3,706  more 
than  the  democratic  vote.  In  1810,  Ellsworth's  majority  over  Niles  is  4.51 1, 
which  comprises  almost  the  entire  opposition  vote — there  being  less  than 
150  scattering-  votes.  The  whole  numher  of  votes  polled  is  56,515 — federal 
•increase  this  year  2,781 — democratic  increase  this  year  1,976.  Federal  in- 
crease since  the  election  of  133S,  1,740 — democratic  increase  4,391 — being  a 
democratic  net  gain  in  two  years  of  2,651. 

RHODE  ISLAND. 

For  Governor,  April,  1840,  King  (Federal)  had  4,797,  Carpenter  (Demo- 
crat) 3,416. 

This  Slate  has  no  Constitution,  and  the  privilege  of  voting  is  confined  tn 
freeholders  and  their  eldest  sons, — an  anomaly  unworthy  of  a  republican 
country. 

NEW  YORK. 

We  give  the  votes  east  in  this  State  for  Governor  in  1833,  and  for  Senators 
in  1839.  The  vote  of  the  Empire  Slate  in  November  1S40  will  come  up  to 
450,030,  smd  show  a  majority  of  from  10  to  29;000  for  her  favorite  son 
Marti  i  Van  Buren.  In  the  fall  of  1339,  when  this  State  gave  the  Wiiig 
ticket  a  majority  of  3,697,  only  413  towns  gave  Democratic  majorities,  and 
467  gave  Federal  majorities.  This  spring,  447  towns  are  Democratic,  and 
433  Whig.     Democratic  net  gain  63  towns.

MARTIN  VAN  BUREN. 
The  election  of  Martin  Van  Buren  to  the  Presidency  of  the  United  States 
was  a  striking  example  of  the  force  and  elevating  effect  of  our  republican 
institutions,   showing  as   it  did  that   talent,   unaided  by  the  adventitious 


that   talent,   unaided 

could  rise  to  the  highest    honors   of  our 


showing  as  it  did 
distinctions  of  birth  or  wealth, 
republic. 

Martin  Van  Buren  was  the  son  of  a  farmer  in  Kinderhook,  Columbia 
County,  whose  ancestors  were  among  the  first  settlers  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  having  emigrated  from  Holland. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  is  now  fifty-eight  years  of  age,  as  he 
was  born  at  Kinderhook  on  the  5th  December,  1782. 

From  his  first  outset  in  public  life  Mr.  Van  Buren  embraced  the  views 
and  espoused  the  cause  of  the  democratic  party,  and  manfully  defended  it 
against  an  overwhelming  majority  of  the  wealth  and  legal  talent  of  the 
county  which  gave  him  birth. 
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In  April,  1812,  Mr.  Van  Buren  was  elected  to  the  Senate  of  New  York 
from  the  Middle  District,  after  one  of  the  most  furious  contests  ever  known 
in  the  State,  defeating,  by  a  majority  of  200,  Edward  P.  Livingston,  the 
candidate  of  the  Bank  of  America  party,  the  federalists  and  the  friends  of 
Aaron  Burr. 

In  1815,  the  republican  party  having  regained  their  ascendency  in  the 
State,  their  sense  of  the  distinguished  merit  of  Mr.  Van  Buren  and  his 
zealous  defence  of  their  principles  was  marked  by  his  appointment  to  the 
office  of  Attorney  General. 

In  1816,  Mr.  Van  Buren  was  re-elected  to  the  Senate  for  four  years  by  a 
large  majority. 

In  1819,  the  federalists  having  obtained  a  temporary  ascendency  in  the  State, 
their  hatred  and  dread  of  Martin  Van  Buren  was  evinced  by  his  instant  re- 
moval from  the  office  of  Attorney  General,  in  which  he  had  given  the  most 
eminent  proof  of  ability  and  sound  legal  knowledge. 

The  following  year  the  democrats  were  again  predominant,  and  offered 
him  a  re-appointment  to  the  office  in  which  he  had  done  so  much  honor  to 
their  choice  and  proved  himself  worthy  of  their  highest  honors,  but  he  de- 
clined. 

Mr.  Van  Buren,  during  the  whole  of  his  legislative  career,  was  the  friend 
and  confidential  adviser  of  Daniel  D.  Tompkins,  the  democratic  leader  in 
New  York,  and  contributed  much  to  his  re-election  to  the  office  of  Governor 
when  opposed  by  the  federalists  of  the  day. 

Mr.  Van  Buren  advocated  the  great  system  of  internal  improvement  by 
the  Erie  Canal  after  due  investigation,  and  yielded  to  the  nomination  of  De 
Witt  Clinton,  believing  him  to  be  a  republican  and  true  friend  to  the  inter- 
ests of  his  State. 

The  conduct  of  Mr.  Clinton  in  office  disgusted  the  democratic  party,  and 
Mr.  Van  Buren  took  strong  ground  against  him,  for  which  offence  he  was 
removed  from  the  office  of  Attorney  General,  as  before  stated. 

On  the  6th  of  February,  1821,  Mr.  Van  Buren  was  elected  to  the  Senate 
of  the  United  States,  against  the  combined  efforts  of  the  federalists  and 
Clintonians,  and  also  a  member  of  the  Convention  to  amend  the  State  Con- 
stitution. 

In  both  these  high  trusts  he  well  maintained  the  distinguished  rank 
which  had  been  awarded  to  him  by  all  parties,  and  his  advocacy  of  demo- 
cratic principles  was  not  less  ardent  or  efficient  than  when  exerted  in  less 
prominent  stations. 

Mr.  Van  Buren  remained  a  member  of  the  U.  S.  Senate  for  seven  years, 
having  been  re-elected  in  1827  by  a  large  majority,  and  in  March,  1829,  he 
was  appointed  Secretary  of  State  by  Andrew  Jackson,  then  elected  to  the 
Presidency  of  the  United  States,  having  previously  resigned  the  office  of 
Senator  to  assume  the  reins  of  government  in  his  native  State,  to  which  he 
was  elected  in  November,  1828. 

During  his  occupancy  of  the  gubernatorial  ^hair,  he  introduced  to  the 
Legislature,  who  passed  it  into  a  law,  the  celebrated  Safety  Fund  System, 
which  has  contributed  so  much  to  preserve  the  banking  system  of  the  Em- 
pire State  from  the  ruin  and  crash  of  other  State  institutions. 

In  April,  1831,  difficulties  having  arisen  among  the  members  of  the 
cabinet,  Mr.  Van  Buren,  to  allay  the  excited  feelings  of  envy  at  his  sudden 
and  remarkable  elevation  to  the  highest  offices  in  the  gift  of  a  free  people, 
resigned  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State,  and.  at  the  urgent  solicitation  of 
the  President,  accepted  the  important  appoiutmeat  of  Minister  to  Great 
Britain. 

Mr.  Van  Buren  was  received  with  distinguished  favor  in  England,  and 
the  negotiations  he  was  charged  toeffect  appeared  in  a  favorable  train,  when 
the  Senate,  by  the  casting  vote  of  the  Vice-President,  rejected  his  nomina- 
tion, and  he  was  of  course  recalled. 

In  1832,  Mr.  Van  Buren  was  elected  to  the  Vice-Presidency  of  the  United 
States  by  a  large  majority,  receiving  one  hundred  and  eighty -niae  electoral 
votes  out  of  two  hundred  and  eighty-six. 

This  was  a  most  signal  triumph,  and  proved  that  the  great  principle 
of  Mr.  Van  Buren's  political  life,  which  has  been  a  firm  confidence  in  the 
sober  second  thought  of  the  people,  was  based  on  truth,  while  his  adversa- 
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ries,  who  acted  on  the  belief  that  the  people  could  be  deceived,  were  utterly 
overwhelmed  and  scattered  by  the  explosion  of  a  mine  they  had  laid  for  his 
destruction. 

Mr.  Van  Buren's  deportment  and  general  bearing  in  the  chair  of  the 
Senate  commended  him  to  the  favor  of  all  but  the  most  bitterly  malignant, 
and  in  May,  1835,  he  was  nominated  as  the  democratic  candidate  for  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

The  people  in  the  fall  of  1836  ratified  the  doings  of  the  democratic  con- 
vention, and  by  their  suffrages  Martin  Van  Buren  was  elevated  to  the  highest 
office  in  the  gift  of  a  free  people. 

The  charge  of  noncommittalism  was  freely  urged  against  Mr.  Van  Buren, 
until  his  celebrated  letter  to  Sherrod  Williams  (a  Whig  who  put  certain 
questions  to  him  in  the  hope  of  entrapping  him)  at  once  and  forever  silenced 
the  clamor  on  that  ground. 

The  downfall  of  the  rotten  banking  system  of  our  country  in  May,  1837, 
combined  with  the  intimate  connexion  and  immense  influence  those  institu- 
tions had  over  the  action  of  the  government,  for  a  moment  paralyzed  the 
energies  of  the  democratic  party. 

The  bold  and  determined  ground  taken  by  the  President  in  his  special 
message  to  Congress  dispersed  the  clouds  and  fogs  of  doubt  and  despon- 
dency, and  the  ranks  of  the  republican  army,  thinned  by  desertion  of  the 
bankites  and  speculators,  at  once  were  filled  with  the  bone  and  sinew  of  the 
country. 

In  November,  1837,  no  man  seemed  rash  enough  to  predict  anything  short 
of  the  utter  ruin  and  destruction  of  the  President,  but  in  May,  1840,  the  only 
hope  of  opposition  to  him  and  the  divorce  of  bank  and  state  is  found  in  the 
cry  of  "  crackers  and  hard  cider  "  and  the  name  of  a  military  chieftain,  a 
title  once  the  detestation  and  abhorrence  of  the  federal  party. 

Martin  Van  Buren  has  always  relied  upon  the  people  for  support  in  the 
darkest  hours  of  political  hurricanes  and  the  tornadoes  of  bank  oppression 
and  ruin. 

The  result  has  so  far  justified  this  reliance,  and  we  have  not  the  slightest 
doubt  that  the  elections  in  the  fall  of  this  year  will  prove  that  the  people 
have  no  desire  to  change  their  rulers  or  course  of  national  policy,  much 
less  such  change  as  the  miscalled  Whigs  would  give  them.
